The School Committee will meet 
with the School Building Committee 
Thursday for a discussion that will 
determine whether or not the $4,6 
million appropriated for construc= 
tion of the new senior high school 
will stretch to cover all the school 
department’s expectations, 

In a recent meeting with school 
officials, Manager Richard Bowen 
told the board that the building 
committee expects to have enough 
money in its budget ‘*to complete 
the building in accordance with 
existing specifications,”’ 

But in the view of at least one 
school board member, the meeting, 
tonight is being held for the ex= 
press purpose of drawing up a list 
of items for which funds can be 
requested at a special Town 
Meeting to be held this summer, 

Asked this week if plans for the 
joint discussion imply a contradic= 
tion of his earlier statement, 
Manager Bowen replied in the 
negative,

More than a decade ago, AMER- 
IcAN Druccoist printed an In-A- 
Word piece on the term “measles” 
which attributed its derivation to 
a Dutch word maselen, meaning 
“little spots.”

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Editorial Comment 
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Andover, Look Out! 


Rep. James P. Hurrell of North Andover, one of two men 


continuing to represent 12th 


Essex District in the General 


Court, has said in a public statement that he believes 
Speaker Davoran should call immediately for a special 
election to fill the seat left vacant by appointment of 
Atty. Arthur Williams as legislative aide to Governor John 


A. Volpe. 


Unfortunately Rep. Hurrell’s opinion, as a freshman in 
the Legislature, cannot be expected to have strong in- 
fluence on the Democratic powers that be. It is, in fact, 
considered unlikely that Democrat Davoran will move to 
schedule an election until his party is well organized in 
the triple district for a concerted effort to wrest from the 
Republicans a seat long in GOP hands. 

The Speaker need not call for an election at all, and 
there are those who believe he is being quietly urged 
from some quarters to treat the vacancy in just this manner. 

If there were a dearth of candidates interested in trying 
for a partial term in the House, perhaps it would be better 
for the district to let the vacancy stand until it could be 
contested in a more competitive atmosphere. But there is 
lively interest in the seat and a growing list of candidates 
campaigning for the nomination, which eliminates any 
really valid reason for further delay. 

Voters in the triple district should involve themsleves 
in seeing that the date for an election is set, and set 


promptly. 


And Andover voters should show particular con- 


cern for though the district is still represented, Andover is 
left without a ‘‘friend at court,’’ something it can ill 
afford when so many decisions are being made on Capitol 


Hill that affect Home Rule. 


This concern should be translated into a letter campaign 
directed toward Speaker Davoran’s office at the State 


House. 


However diligently Rep. Hurrell and Longworth work to 
represent all the people in 12th Essex, they are virtually 
certain to be more responsive to the thinking of voters and 
officials in their home communities, which may or may not 
parallel the thinking in Andover on key issues. 

The political leadership of both parties in Andover 
should be actively working to see that a district election 
is arranged, and that there are strong candidates on both 
sides of the ballot to challenge those who would place the 
defeat of an Andover candidate ahead of numerous other 


considerations. 


Incentives 


Andover is starting into its annual Clean-Up Week 
buoyed by the news that the Chamber of Commerce has 
collected more than enough money to match the town’s 
appropriation of funds for Main Street beautification and 
the report that private developers are close to announcing 
plans for a commercial complex that will eliminate one of 
the bleakest stretches in the central business district. 

Further encouraging the spirit necessary to spur citizens 
to do some sprucing up of their own is the sight of two 
trees budding on Main Street and the promise that another 
seven or so will be set out within the week. 

Given this incentive, the townspeople can do nothing 
less than clear their property of debris and look things 


over with a critical eye.

Reviewing events and ac= 
complishments of the AEA year, 
MacDonald topped his comments 
off with criticism of what he called 
**one problem area,”” 

The AEA complained that two of 
the Educational Leadership Grants 
available this year for teachers at 
maximum pay within the depart- 
ment have yet to be awarded and 
that only three of 10 double- 
increment increases available for 
non-max teachers who de= 
monstrate classroom excellence 
have been passed along, 

MacDonald further complained 
that five of the Educational Leader=
